that of disintegration. It is so net only 
in this country but everywhere. As the 
people become more intelligent they be- 
come restive under any unnecessary gov- 
ernmental burdens and more jealous of 
excessive power vested in the hindx of 
their rulers. 


As an evidence of this we find that 


among the monarchies of Europe all but 
one are constitutional monarchies, where, 
the 
power is rapidly being settled 


in the people, even though the shadow 
may yet remain ' in the throne. Every 
boy who learns to read, every book that 
is published, every newspaper that is 
circulated marks a step in the pathway 
of the people toward absolute freedom 
of thought aad action, and it may be stt 
down as a safe political maxim that, 
having readied a fair degree of Intelli- 
gence and having tasted the sweats of 
flberty, DO Anglo-Saxon people can be 
deprived of any substantial right they 
have once, enjoyed. We in this country 
will have fa/mo» difficulty in holding 
together the b»t*Kr-eeaeo»s elements of 
this colossal Bepu&c than in prevent- 
ing a throne being erected upon its 
rams.
